One of the Murderers Tells How 


esting Tostimony—Stegling Hats 
the Cause—Viewing the Remains 
at Glass s HKesidence. 


At 9 o’clock yesterday morning the 
taking of testimony at the Glass in- 
quest was resumed. There were no 
new points of any consequence brought 
out, but sufficient evidence was ad- 
duced to warrant the holding of two 
Mexicans on the charge of murder and 
a third onsuspicion. The testimony is 


me. | given in full below: 


Stewart Spencer was the first witness 


4} called. He was sworn, and testified as 


follows: I went to the dance with 
Frank Pierce and three others on 
Saturday night, but did not go to the 
saloon where the fighting took place, 
nor did I know then that any row was 
going on. I do not know whether Glass 
was married. I was one of the party 
who returned to the city, and heard 
some one say: Here is a coat; that is 
all that is lett of Charley Glass. 

O. W. Stevens, or Shorty,“ who 
drove the party, was sworn: I have 
been acquainted with Glass about one 
year. I was with him when the surrey 
was engaged, and Glass, Pierce, Mc- 
Mahon, Sweeney and myself went in it 
to the dance at Hunter’s place. We 
were there for quite a while, aud when 
2 clock arrived I told the boys it was 
time we were starting forhome. They 
got in the rig and we proceeded down to 
the saloon. Shortly after our arrival a 
Mexican came up to us and said there 
were some hats in the wagon that did 
not belong to us. We looked about 
and found four hats. There was 
a neral conversation going on 
and Sweeney remarked that he could 
whip any —— —— who accused him of 
stealing. Glass took it that this re- 
mark applied to him, and a fight was 
soon in pr s. While it was going 
on I noti a Mexican come from the 
8 to the ground and said: Ie 
the — Ao I'll fix him.” He 
struck one man, but I could not see 
whoit was who received the blow. 
About ten Mexicans were there, and 
allof them were — | The man 
who said Let him come, I'Il fix him.“ 
was a tall. slender fellow.

Health Officer D. Granville Mac-

opinion that the wound on the neck 
would cause death if the blow with 
which it was inflicted was given with 
sufficient force. He found the skull to 
be extraordinarily thick, and said the 
blow which inflicted the larger wound, 
and also fractured the skull, must have 
been a ve tage one, and an 
empty bottle, he thought, would not 
stand such a blow without breaking, 
buta full one might. He thought a 
club or a pailing could have made 
such wounds. 

Charles Sweeney was next called 
and sworn. He testified as tollows: I 
became. acquainted with Glass on Sat- 
urday night — und was with the 
party that went to the dance. We 
started between 8 and 9 o’clock in the 
evening, and stopped several times for 
drinks on the way out. When we ar- 
rived at the Three-mile House, we in- 


and proceeded to it. We remained 
there until between 4 and 6 o'clock, 
and then went to the suloon to get 
something to drink. We got into trou- 
ble with some Mexicans about the 
ownership of hats. I said I could 
whip any —— man in the house, and 
Charley and myself went at it, but 
were separated and made things up. 
We bad a drink and then went out, and 
1 got into another fight. Charley was 
in the saloon, and three Mexicans 
were at me, so I called to him to come 
out and help me, but he did not come, 
and they soon done me up. I called 
enough, and they left me alone. I 
then got into the surrey and laid there. 
My nose was bleeding, and the floor of 
the carriage was soon covered with 
blood. I was drunk and somewhat 
dazed, and might not have seen Glass 
if he did come out to help me. I told 
„Shorty“ to drive on, as I was afraid 
those Mexicans would kill me. He 
started to go, but some Mexican called 
to him not to budge. As I lay in the 
wagon Igheard some one say they were 
going 
„Shorty“ to drive me home. 
saw Glass again. 

Felipe Chavez was then brought into 
the room, and was informed by Dis- 
trict Attorney Kelly of bis legal 
rights, and told that he could either 
auswer or leave unanswered the ques- 
tions put to him. He replied that he 
would testify, and was then sworn. 
He proceeded to tell his story as fol- 
lows: I reside in Los Augeles, and 
was at the dance on Saturday night at 
the Hunter place. I went down to 
the saloon, and had not been there 
long before a row started outside and 
someone called for help. I had a large 
bottle which .was filled with whisky, 
and I went outside with it in my hand. 
A man came running out of the saloon, 
and as he neared me he aimed a blow 
at me, which | dodged, and as he passed 
I struck him a blow with the 
bottle; he trembled from the force of 
the blow and staggered from me. 1 
ran back into the saloon, and shortly 
after my motber called me and we 
went home. I do know who I struck.

DETECTIVE LUCA®’S $50,000 LI- 
BEL SUIT ON TRIAL. 


Unfortunate Woman Goes to 
Napa—A Dentist in Trouble—His 
Brothers After His Scalp—Other 
News. 


The $50,000 damage suit brought by 
Detective A. J. Lucas against the San 
Francisco Examiner was resumed be- 
fore Judge Wade yesterday morning, 
and the examination of witnesses o- 
cupied the entire day. 

In the morning Detective Lucas 
wenton the stand, and his examina- 
tion was brief. The substance of his 
testimony was that the article had 
almost ruined the business he bad 
conducted in Los Angeles, and that it 
was libelous. His business bad been 
worth $40,000 or $43,000 a year. It had 
taken him eight or nine years to build 
it up, and his income at the time from 
the agency was about $6800 a month. 
Upon the conclusion of his examina- 
tion the plaintiff rested its case, and 
A. B. Henderson, managing editor of 
the Examiner, was the first witness 
for the defense. His testimony was 
confined to defining the power of a 
managing editor and the duties of cor- 
respondents. 

r. Kubel, special correspondent at 
Los Angeles for the Examiner, who 
sent the special dispatch which led to 
the suit, testified to the facts of his 
sending it and from whom he derived 
his information, stating that he inter- 
viewed the officers who arrested Lucas 
at the time, and other persons having 
323 of the allegations against 

m. 

The defense then, under repeated 
objections from counsel on the other 
side, introduced articles from other 
apers on the arrest of Lucas, printed 
be ore Mr. Kubel sent his dispatch. 
Tue deposition of William Elton, who 
gave a long statement implicating Lu- 
cas with him in various crimes, was 
then read, the witness being now in the 

penitentiary. 
Detective Metzler was the last wit- 
ness examined during the day, and 
uite a dramatic scené occu while 
e was on the stand. After testifying 
about the arrest of Lucas and the 
search of his house for stolen articles, 
he was turned over for cross-examina- 
tion to Maj. W. W. Allen of San Fran- 
cisco, who proceeded to ask him about 
certain papers in the case, when Metz- 
ler suddenly exclaimed: 

I know about tue papers, and 
I know about your having run away 
with anotber man’s wife.“

"AMPLE OF ITS VALUE. 


From time to time, during the 
few. months, the dispatches from he 
East regarding sales of California 
fruits have reported remarkably high 
prices received for the grapes raised by 
Sacramento man— Russ D. Stephens. 
So unusually large have been these 
prices—which have been occasionally 
commented upon in these columns— 
that they have excited marked inter- 
est among the grape-growers of the 
State, many of whom have been ot. the 
point of pulling up their vines, through 
inability to make them even pay alow 
interest on their cost. | 

A reporter of the San Francisco 
Bulletin recently visited the vineyard 
of Mr. Stephens, who, it appears, is 
postmaster of Sacramento, and care- 
fully investigated the facts regarding 
his reported large profits and the 
methods by which they have been 
secured. In a long article the news- 
paper man reports the result of his in- 
quiry, which resulted in a complete 
confirmation of reports hitherto pub- 
lished, and much of interest that is 
new. 

The vineyard is an old one. Ste- 
phens’s father settled on the place 
over thirty years ago. Some of the 
vines were planted in 1867, but most of 
the bearing Tokays were planted thir- 
teen or fourteen years ago. Many 
have been grafted from the wine-grape 
stock. The vineyard has borne fairly 
well, and, until this year, Mr. Ste- 
phens has thought he was doing well 
enough in selling his grapes to Sacra- 
mento dealers for $50 a ton, on the 
vines. This year, owing toa method 
to which we shall refer later on, 
he made less than fifteen acres of 
Tokay and Cornichon grapes yield 
over $16,000, netting, above all ex- 
penses, $8343, or over $556 an acre. 
Shipment began August 15th, and 
ended October 26th. During this 
period there were shipped, to pe sold 
east, 3046 double crates of 40 pounds 
each, or 121,680 pounds of grapes. The 
highest price Mr. Stephens received 
last year, when his vineyard was not 
systematically irrigated, was $4.05 for 
a double crate of Tckays. The banner 
sale this year was on November 6th, 
when Tokay double crates brought in 


received was on October 17th, when a 
Tokay single crate sold for $1.70, or 
8+ cents a pound. His bighest figure 
above noted, $8.85 a double crate, is 
about 20 cents a pound.

Wholesale arrests of clerks, and 
other persons in Chicago, who brazenly 
acted as Frederiksen’s tools, are talked of. 

Tomorrow the State’s Attorney and chief

— Eight or ten eastern capitalists 
are said by one authority this evening to 
have contributed $100,C rederik- 
sen’s coffers, and $70,000 is thought to have

IN HISTORY. 


Saturday 
November 27, 1708, England experr 
enced the most TERRIBLE STORM 6VG 
known in her history. The preceding 
Wednesday was a fine, fair day, but at 
4 p.m. a brisk gale commenced, which 
slightly abated on Thursday; but on 
Friday it blew with redoubled force 
until midnight, from which time until 
dawn on Saturday the tempest was at 
its extreme height. The terrified péo- 
ple of London left their beds and took 
refuge in the cellars. Horror and con- 
fusion seized upon all, and it was not 
till 8 o’clock in the morning that the 
boldest could venture from the shelter 
of their dwellings to seek assistance ot 
inquire for the safety of friends, only 
to tind the streets thickly strewn with 
bricks, tiles, stones, lead, timber and 
all kinds of building materials. At 4 
o’clock in the afternoon the rain poured 
in torrents, while throughout Sunday 
and Monday the burricane attained 
such a height, that on Tuesday Sag gm 


few rsous dared to 

bed. The storm then 3 
decreased until Wednesday afternoon 
when it terminated n a dead 


calm at the very hour of its commence- 
ment on the same day of the preceding 
week. Chimneys were then built in 
stacks, containing as many bricks as 
an ordinary-sized modern house. 
There were 21 deaths in London alone 
2 falling chimneys. The dam- 

houses were patched - with 
— tarpaulins, old sails and straw. 
Plain tiles rose in price from 1 guinea 
to £6 per thousand, and pan-tiles from 
50s to £10 for the same number, while 
bricklayers’ wages rose in proportion. 
Even in the case of large public build- 
ings, the trustees effected merely tem- 
porary repairs until prices should fall. 
The hurricane destroyed 1100 houses 
and barnsin Kent, while on the coast 
seven large ships-of-war and seven 
smaller vessels were destroyed, with a 
loss of 1500 officers and men, among 
whom was Admiral Beaumont. The 
number of persons killed on land or 
drowned inthe Thames could never 
be ascertained, but 500 watermen’s 
wherries, 300 300 shipboats und 120 barges 
were sunk. The loss at London and 
Bristol exceeded £1,200.000. 

CLovis, first King of Frande, died in 
Paris November 27, 511. By his con- 
quests the Frankish ‘tribes were united 
under a single monarchy. A few 
months bafore kis decease Clovis sum- 
moned at Orleans a church council, 
which was attended by’ 30 bis hops. 
Clovis’s last act was to sanction the 35 
canons adopted by the council. Upon 
his death, a few months later, Clovis 
was buried at Paris, in the Church of 
St. Peter and St. Paul—nowadays St. 
‘Genevieve—built by his wife, Queen 
Clotilde, who survived him. It was 
through the efforts of Clotilde that this 
King became a Christian, and thus, at 
one and the same time, founded the 
French monarchy and Christian 
France. 

Mme. D’AUBIGNE, 
Marquise de Maintenon. was the 
dauguter of Constant D’Aubigné and 
the granddaughter of eodore 
Agrippa D’Aubigné. Francoise was 
born the 27th of November, 1635, in 
the prison at Wiort, where her father 
was then incarcerated. On his release. 
he went (1689) with his wife anddaugh- 
ter to Martinique, in the West Indies, 
where he died in 1645. Frangoise re- 
. to France with her mother, and 
death 11 et father's was 
aced in e ot her er 


eonvent, wh 
embraced the Roman Catholic religion. 
In 1652 she married Searron, a poet 
and wit, who was deformed in person 
and very infirm, and who died iu 1660, 
leaving her penniless. She was, about 
1670, inted governess to a son of 
Louis V. „und was, four years later, 
presented by that King with the estate 
of Maintenon, from which she acquired 
the title, Madame de Maintenon. 
Possessing great tact she gained a re- 
markable ascendancy over Louis XIV., 
to whom she was secretly married in 
1685. She died in 1719. 
From 475.000.000 in 1755, GREAT 
BRITAIN’S NATIONAL DEBT increased 
to 4129. 000,000 in 1763, and £244,000,- 
000 in 1783. Grindiug taxes, such as 
were experienced in this country, were 
the result of the costly wars of 1756 
and 1775. When William Pitt became 
Chanvellor he pro d taxes on almost 
everything, including the levying of an 
— rate on windows. The taxes 
d by Pitt caused no inconsider- 
‘ble amount of grumbling by the peo- 
ple at large. This grumbling in man wi 
le stances resolved itself into waggis 
jests and caricatures. The story of 
the 3 wit who wrote Pitt's 
Works, Vol. I., Vol. II.. Etc., on the 
walls of the ‘houses where windows 
had been blocked up by the proprietors 
in consequence of the imposition of an 
additional duty, is a well-known and 
thread-bare joke. Another jest, which 
took a practical form, was that con- 
cocted by a certain Jonathan Thatcher, 
who, on the 27th of November, 1784, in 
defiance of the horse tax imposed 
few months previously by Pitt, rode 
his cow to and from the market of 
Stockport.
